Exam ple is 
the best method of teaching in 
matters of this kind. 
Negroes are 
imitative to a degree, and would be 
influenced very much by a rigid 
adherence to the law by all their 
white leachers.’ 
There are enough law abiding, I 
working negroes in Bryan to put j 
down the law breakin 
elem ent at 
once by a lit..a timely assistance 
to the authorities, and the exam ­ 
ple of the white people is in the 
main 
all 
that 
could be desired. 
The laws ate rigidly enforced and 
in m od instances cheerfully obey­ 
ed. 
Moreover a splendid school is 
maintained for the negroes princi­ 
pally at the expense of white tax 
payers, and all their worthy enter­ 
prises and charities receive assist­ 
ance. 
While 
conditions are not 
unusually 
bad 
here, the 
Bryan 
negroes owe it to themselves to 
join in the reform movement which
